ing color harmony: 


1, harmony by analogy, and 2, harmony by contrast. In the first, like colors are 


planted together; in the second, contrasting colors are placed in proximity. 


But even if you do not care to enter into the technique of color arrangement and make a studied 
pattern of the varied colors of your rainbow collection, you can still count upon a brilliant display next 
May. Because the soft, pastel colors of the May flowering tulips never clash. No matter in what sequence 
your groups are placed, there will always be beauty and harmony among them.

Page for Bulb 
Beginners 


F a beginner in gardening sought the flowers most certain of success 
for his initial trial, he would be directed to the fall bulbs. Ifa few 
simple rules be observed one cannot fail with these. Within the 

bulb which we sell you isa flower. It has grown half way to maturity 
in Holland fields. Plant it in your garden in a well drained spot this 
fall, and it will complete its growing during the winter and early spring. 
Its flower will greet you before the weeds appear. 


Not even cultivation is required for this harvest. No insects will 
prey upon the flowers of spring bulbs, and they have no diseases to 
require expert treatment. Of all the rewards won by the gardener, that 
found in the beauty of spring-flowering bulbs is the most dependable 
and satisfying. 


A gardener may love the winter, his season of rest, when he plans by 


the fireside the months of enjoyment to come. But is there ever a one 
who fails to grow impatient and long for the day when the first flower 
of spring shall open? : 


Without the bulbs, this day would be late, indeed. The crocuses, 
scillas, and daffodils begin the garden season. In March (in Chicago's 
latitude) they thrust their heads above a desolate soil, and bring a 
welcome message to those who watch. 


Spring-flowering bulbs prolong the garden season by a month at 
least. Not only that, but among them are flowers which even did they 
come in June, when gardens are crowded with glory, no gardener 
would be without. 


There are in the garden season a dozen flowers that dominate, one 
after the other herbaceous borders. Each in its season is the headliner 
of the show. The complete border must contain them all, let it have 
what else it will. They are, in order of appearance: Daffodils, tulips, 
iris, peonies, larkspur and lilies, hollyhocks, phlox, dahlias (where they 
can be grown), zinnias, cosmos, hardy asters and chrysanthemums. 
From March to Thanksgiving day their pageant continues. All these 
may be planted in the fall, except the dahlias, zinnias, and chrysan- 
themums. 


The purchase of spring-flowering bulbs should not be considered an 
expense, to be charged to one garden season. It is an investment. A 
stock of bulbs has been known to produce flowers in the same garden 
for a century. 


Even the labor of lifting bulbs after flowering may be dispensed 
with. All do excellently when left undisturbed year after year. This 
practice, indeed, is recommended for the daffodils. And tulips will 
suffer small loss if allowed to remain in a bed where they have done 
well, with annual doses of bone meal, and occasional liming.

Dig the soil deeply — eighteen inches if > 
possible, pulverize fine, and if heavy, place a cushion of sand under = 
the larger bulbs, especially lilies. acy 


Use no barnyard manure unless it can be spaded into the ground 
the spring previous to planting. Bone meal is the only safe fertilizer 
and should be used freely. 

If planting with a dibber, take care that the bulb rests on the soil 
and is not “hung’—that is, left with a hole beneath it caused by the 
point of the dibber.

Miniature Daffodils 


The following are charming subjects for rock work, where their dainty flowers 
are seen to perfection. They should be left undisturbed for years, and if happy 
will soon establish themselves and afford a lovely picture in early spring. All 
(except monophyllus) like moisture, and should therefore be planted at the foot 
of the rockery. Bulbocodium monophyllus flourishes in a warm dry sheltered 
situation planted in almost pure sand; when coming into bloom give water freely. 
Triandrus albus (Angel's Tears) delight in partial shade and a light gritty soil, 
and should be given a well-drained position. 

Bulbocodium Conspicuus. Yellow Hoop Petticoat, flowers rich golden-yellow 
of hoop-petticoat form and rush-like foliage, height 6 inches. Each, 15c; doz.,

gorgeous subjects, the tall late tulips, and the 
giant daffodils, would never do in rock gardens; 
they would be out of scale, in size and character. 
But minor bulbs find among the rocks effective 
settings, where their most elusive beauties are 
made visible. 


In planting bulbs in the rock gardens, there are 
no especial precautions to be taken. They like 
good drainage. Most of them need not be planted 
deeply ; four times the diameter of the bulb is the 
general rule. Those that blossom early will look 
best against the background of a rock. They do 
not need protection from the cold, but will escape 
many dangers if they are shaded from spring sun- 
shine which might bring them prematurely into 
growth. In shallow soil, a mulch which will pro- 
tect them from the wash and spatter of March 
rains is advisable. They may be planted along- 
side other perennials, if one considers that their 
foliage must be left to turn yellow after they 
bloom, and places them where they will not inter- 
fere with treasured small plants which blossom 
soon after them. 


First of the bulbous flowers to blossom in the 
rock garden are the white snowdrops and blue 
chionodoxas. They appear during the first warm 
spells of spring, sometimes weeks before other 
flowers. They are priced and their varieties de- 
scribed on Pages 18 and 19 of this catalog. 


Scillas are excellent for rock gardens, with their 
vivid blue flowers and perfect hardiness, and ten- 
dency to multiply. Scilla Siberica, and the species 
Nutans alba, both described on Page 19, are the 
types most suitable for rockeries.

Crocuses in small groups give vivid color in the 
early spring. Groups of yellow contrasting with 
masses of blue provide a pleasing color effect. On 
Page 18 will be found a selection of named 
varieties. 


At about this time also appear the golden 
blossoms of the winter aconite (Eranthis Hye- 
malis) resting on cushions of their green leaves. 
It prefers a moist spot, perhaps near the rockery 
pool. See Page 18. 


Soon after the miniature daffodils appear, de- 
lightfully dancing in every vagrant breeze. They 
are fully described above on this page. 


When narcissi are still blossoming, species 
tulips will come into flower. These native forms 
differ from the cultivated tulip in their habit of 
growth, and height, but have flowers as large and 
colors even more brilliant. 


Some have quaint form, such as Comuta steno- 
petala, whose twisted petals are illustrated on 
Page 14. The earliest of all is Kaufmanniana, a 
creamy flower with carmine edging. Greigi Aurea 
brilliant orange scarlet, has interesting spotted 
leaves. A list of the species tulips is given on 
Page 14, and we do not know any of this race 
that will attract more interest and admiration in 
the spring garden. Give them a place in the sun, 
rather dry and hot. 


The spring snowflake (Leucojum Vernum, Page 
19) is a good rock garden subject. The checkered 
lily (Fritillaria Meleagris, jeans 18) with its 
quaintly colored, checkered bell flowers, is curious 
and interesting. The dog’s tooth violets (Ery- 
thronium) sometimes called trout lilies, are much 
at home in soil pockets rich in leaf mould, in 
shady locations (Page 18.) 

Muscari or grape hyacinths, blossoming in 
May, are effective with their blue spikes; they 
increase freely.

Hyacinths in Pots 


For Winter Blooming 


AE rich soil produces the best flowers. 
Place each bulb one inch deep, an inch 
and one-half from each other bulb or edge of 
pot. Water well, and set away in a dark, cool 
cellar, or an outdoor pit which is well drained. 
If outside, cover with three or four inches 
of sand or ashes. Let them remain there for 
eight or ten weeks to root, then bring them 
into a warm room, but keep them in the dark 
(cover the pot with a paper bag, cloth, etc.). 
Then when the flower spike is three or four 
inches out of the bulb, they may be exposed 
to the light, and will open beautifully. The 
larger bulbs are best for indoor growing, the 
largest bulbs throwing the most magnificent 
flower spikes. French-Roman Hyacinths are 
excellent for growing in pots, flowering earlier 
than the others. 


Hyacinths in Glasses 


Fill the glass with clear, soft water, so as 
to nearly touch the base of the bulb, putting a 
small piece of charcoal in each glass to keep the 
water pure and sweet. The filled glass should 
be placed in a dry, cool, dark place, and kept 
there until the roots almost touch the bottom 
of the glass, when they may be given more heat, 
and gradually exposed to the light. Water 
must never be changed, but only be replen- 
ished. Large bulbs are best for this purpose. 


Hyacinths in Gardens 


Hyacinths are returning to popularity for 
both formal beds and border plantings. They 
provide much needed blues. Plant in any 
good, well drained soil. The beds should be 
raised several inches above the surrounding

(Conse makers often inquire if bulbs which 
have been forced in the house in Winter can be 
planted in the ground when Spring comes.

Every known shade is to be found among 
these, from deepest crimson to bright red, 
orange, glorious yellows, pink and a host of 
delicate tints of yellow, pink-cream and heli- 
otrope. They blossom a few days later than 
the Darwins, often carrying the flowering peri- 
od of Spring bulbs into the early days of June, 
especially if planted in a shady position.

The origin of the tulip is hidden in the 
dim past. But we know that the Dutch fan- 
ciers who in 1634 to 1037 speculated in new 
varieties during the reign of tulipomania 
grew the “mother bulbs,” or Breeder tulips, 
to produce new striped varieties by “break- 
ing.’ The Darwin race is supposed to have 
developed from the Breeders. For a long 
time the dark, rich colors of the latter were 
neglected in favor of the brighter and clearer 
tones of the other types. But recently taste 
has changed, and the richly hued Breeders 
have come into favor. 


They blossom in May, and though not so 
tall, perhaps produce, as a rule, even larger 
blossoms than the Darwins. The colors include 
many rare among flowers—browns, bronzes, 
purples, blue-blacks, deep mauves, dull gold 
and dark lilac all exquisitely blended. 


Planting. Plant the same as Darwins. 
Parcel post weights are also the same.

EW know many of our prettiest and best known annuals may be 
sown in the fall, in fact some varieties, like the annual Larkspur, 
are much better, treated in this way. The principle is the one Nature 
uses. Seed dropped from parent plant will lay dormant in the soil until 
early in the spring when it germinates and begins a root system long 
before one can get in the ground to sow seed. Consequently the 
flowering season is prolonged by the earlier blooming. Ground should 
be prepared and seed sown just previous to the late heavy frosts. 
The fall-sown plants as a rule are much sturdier and better 
established on the blossoming date than those started indoors. 
Another advantage of fall sowing is that it relieves pressure 
in the springtime. Care should be taken not to sow too early, as 
the seed will germinate and die in the fall.
